G.S.R, 335.—in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All India Services Act,

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 


Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs set up a high level Board called Sardar Vallabhbhai 
IPatel National Police Academy Board, with the Home Secretary to the Government of India as Chairman, and 
senior civil and police officers eminent educationists, as its members. The Board inter aha reviewed the training 
programmes and the curriculum of training for various such programmes conducted at the Academy. On the 
Recommendation of the said Board in its 18th meeting held at the Acade my on 7th May, 1994, the Ministry of Home 
Affairs vide Order No. 1-22011/23/94-IPS-IV dated 3rd January, 1995 constituted a*Core Group to review the curri¬ 
culum, training and examination pattern of Indian Police Service Probationers. The recommendations of the Core 
Group were placed before the meeting of the Academy Board held on 29th September, 1995. The Board endorsed 
(he recommendations. These recommendations were considered and finally accepted by the Government of India, 
jrhe revised structure of training, curriculum of studies and examination pattern were brought into effect from 
48RR (1995) which started from the 1st day of January, 1996. The rules could not be amended immediately as it 
took sometime for consultation with the state Governments, Union Public Service Commission and different 
Ministries of the Central Government. The examinations were conducted as per the revised scheme and so it is 
proposed to give a retrospective effect to these amendment rules. It is certified that no probationer is to be adversely 
affected by giving retrospective effect.

G.S.R. 336.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso 10 article 309 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, the President hereby makes the following rules 
regulating the method of recruitment to the posts 
of Principal and Vice-Principal in the School of 
Nursing, Dr. Ram Manohar Lohia Hospital, New 
Delhi, namely : 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These 
rules may be called the Dr, Ram Manohar Lohia 
Hospital, New Delhi School of Nursing, Principal and 
Vice-Principal, Recruitment Rules, 1999. 

(2) They shall conic into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of 
pay.—The number of said posts, their classification 
and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules,' 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, 
etc.—The method of the recruitment, age limit, qua¬ 
lifications and other matters relating to the said 
post shall he as specified in columns (5) to (14) of 
the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mar¬ 
riage with a person having a spouse living; 
or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered) 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Providcl that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible 
under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage 
aivd that there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person front the opera¬ 
tion of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expe¬ 
dient so to do, it may, bv order, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing and in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules (hall affect 
reservation, relaxation or age limit and other con¬ 
nexions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Ceiiles, the Scheuled Tribes, Ex-servicemen, Other 
Backward Classes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issred by the 
Central Government from lime to time in this regard.

5. Powers to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary, or expedient so to’ 
do it may, by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age-limh and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen, other Backward Classes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with the order, issue,] by the Centra?

G.S.R_340.—In exorcise of the powers conferred by the provision to article 309 of the Constitution, the 

President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Department of Environment, Forest and Wildlife, 
Technical Officer (Forestry) Recruitment Rules, 1979, namely :— 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Ministry of Environment and Forests, Research Investigator (Forestry) 

and Technical Officer, Grade If (Forestry), Technical Officer Grade I (Forestry) Recruitment (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1999. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Department of Environment, Forests and Wildlife, Technical Officer (Forestry) Recruitment Rules, 
1979 for the existing schedule the following schedule shall be substituted, namely :—
